PAYING OF TULAXK AVENUE, ETC, 

One of the most important works of the year jnet ended, 
lias liciii tin- raising ami ie-gradingof Tulane avenae in the front 
of the Hospital, and the laying of the improved asphalt pave 
ineiit. The work has been first class in ever} respeet, uml has 
materially added to the public convenience. In connection «rith 
the improvement of the roadway itself a complete line of beavi 
■•east iron bridge plates' 1 have been plaeed over the drain in 
front of the banquette, and extending some four hundred mid 
fifty feet from the corner of Howard to South Bobertson street. 
The plates are placed on the edge of the pavement with iron 
props on the outside, thus leaving an opening from the street, 
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»nd rendering the drain at all times accessible to cleaning. The

Gentlemen — Tin' efficiency accomplished in the practical and 
scientific service of this institution, demonstrable in tin- measur- 
blj improved statistical showing for the year, I have the honor 
to herewith submit : 

In the broadened office of its benefits the instntion rendered 
the service of iis charity to 32,876. On January I, 1896, 712 
patients were remaining in tin Hospital and during the year 
8816 were admitted; 5242 white and 3574 colored. The number 
discharged was 7618, and the daitj average throughout the year 
was 715 patients. January I. 1897, 868 patients were remaining. 
Of the total number 9528, treated in the Indoor service of ihe 
institution 1142 died, giving a total mortality of 12 percent. 
Subtracting from litis number ->is deaths thai occurred in pa 
tiente admitted in a moribund condition, and dying within thirty 
si\ hours hi" admission, would give the mortalitj rate proper oi 
but 8 percent.

iln- department has facilitated the adoption of this method. 
Several cultures have been made to ascertaiu 1 1n- kind of infec 
bious bacteria contained in pus from surgical eases. 

The examination of urine and sputa bas been made more 
accurate by the use of the centrifuge for sedimenting these 
specimens. 

The museum, however, has no) been increased durin 
year on account of the lack of suitable jars for preserving sped 
mens. We have several specimens on hand ai present thai 
could be mounted and permanently preserved had we the means 
of keeping them.
